Eloquent Unitarian Delivers Stirring 
Address to Crowded Audience at 
Empress Theatre on “The Uni- 
tarian Message.” 


“A chureh without a creed, with- 
out any forms or the following of 
laws set down by. people hundreds of 
years'ago; but not one without a 
faith,” is briefly the summing up of 
Dr. Samuel Crothers, pastor of the 
Unitarian. Church of Harvard Uni- 
versity, in his lecture “The Unitari- 
an Message,” delivered to a crowded 
house at.the.new Empress Theatre 
yesterdey afternoon,

ligious affairs was amply shown yes-

Rey. A. J. Pineo, pastor of the 
Unitarian Church here, opened — the 
meeting with a few remarks »pon the 
work of the church here in the last 
few months, the congregation hav- 
ing only come int oactive being ten 
ing only come into active being ten 
months ago, After these remarks 
the speaker of the afternoon was 
introduced, 

As a most striking example of the 
need of some great new movement 
in the way of religion the speaker 
quoted a very interesting example 
taken from his own experience.

speaker, “I loved my church and 
my work, The first place it took 


me to was a mining camp out West, 
and by and by [ found that I was 
getting away from the dogmas and 
creeds.

“There are @ great many churches

creed. ‘Love to God and leve cf man,’
